in that of the Romans. The

Ingratitude is employed in 
the gratification of'self, and for 
setfish ends ; it is morte conspi* 
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cuously flagrant where the 
greatest benefits are conferred, 
‘*for reward only, man loves 
man,” take away the idea of 
reward, or benefit, and then 
view the result. 


Ingratitude is not only very 
despicable, but peculiarly dan 
gerous in its nature, for the 
discovery of it can only take 
place when somewhat may be 
expected by one party who 
. had conferred on the other any 
benefit, reward, or service— 
for instance, the sincere man 
does some act of kindness to 


one whom he immaginces his 
iriend ; he heaps numerous be. 


nefits on him, and in a short 
time afterwards has occasion 
to ask some assistance or ser.

Ingrati- 
tude is tuerefore evidently a 
base principle, rooted in the 
mind and operating in the ac-
